With respect to applicants' arguments, it is noted that applicants' claims are not limited to a single ink receiving layer. The 
examiner did not find all aspects of the invention in a single reference and therefore made a combination rejection, however, 
the disclosure of the reference recites alumina as the pigment and gives further description with respect to silica, the preferred 
embodiment, the gives preferred particle sizes well below 1 micron and also states that the particles should be present at a 
weight percent of 50% or more. This overlaps with applicants' ranges and would have led one of ordinary skill in the art to 
prefer small particles for all or most of the particles used. These teachings are not dependent on the material of the particles, 
i.e. silica or alumina .
